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London, Nov. 20.— The report that 
an armistice had been agreed to by 
the Bulgarians and Turks along the 
Tchatalja lines for the burial of the 
dead appears to have been unfounded. 
Dispatches 
from 
Nazim Pasha, 
the 
Turkish commander-in-chief, show that 
tho artillery duel continued through­ 
out the day. 
Nazim Pasha sent the 
following telegram: 
“ The battle which has been raging 
for days throughout the whole extent 
of the Tchatalja lines ended in our 
favor. 
W e repulsed the enem y’s in­ 
fantry, which attempted to advance in 
the center, and annihilated several of 
their batteries. 
On the right wing we 
captured 
two machine guns and 
a 
Quantity of ammunition. 
“ From one of the forts in the cen­ 
ter we sortied and dispersed the ene­ 
my, who had occupied a position in 
the face of the fort. 
The greater part 
of them were killed. 
W e captured 
200 rifles and a large quantity of am ­ 
munition.” 
The Turks claim succeases against 
the Bulgarians, but there is nothing 
to indicate that the Bulgarians have 
yet made any serious attempt to pene­ 
trate the lines. 
The battle may be 
ended at any moment by Turkey ac­ 
cepting the allies’ terms for an armis­ 
tice, which are said to include the sur­ 
render of tho Tchatalja lines, Adriano- 
ple, Durazzo and Scutari. 


Turks Remedy Army Defects. 


There is a possibility, however, that 
Turkey 
may 
decline 
to 
surrender 
Tchatalja. 
W h ile her W estern army 
has been completely defeated she still 
possesses, according to the correspond­ 
ents at the front, a homogeneous army 
behind 
the 
Tchatalja 
fortifications, 
largely composed of some of her best 
fighting 
material 
from 
the 
Asiatic 
provinces, which has not yet been in 
action. 
Moreover, the demoralization 
and disorganization 
which 
followed 
the Kirk-Kilesseh and 
Lute Burgas 
retreats appear to have been remedied 
and the arm y now is well supplied 
with food and ammunition 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
the 
porte may be induced to make a fur­ 
ther stand in the hope of securing 
easier peace 
conditions. 
Evidently 
Bulgaria has brought up ail her avail­ 
able forces to attack Tchatalja. in­ 
cluding some of the Servian troops, 
but the task of crushing the Turkish 
defense may prove a difficult one. 
The prospect of European dissen­ 
sions arising out of the settlement of 
the numerous territorial claims to be 
arranged after the war becomes daily 
more menacing. 
Austria has not pre­ 
sented an actual ultimatum to Servia 
setting a time lim it for a reply to cer­ 
tain inquiries which she has formu­ 
lated, but, short of that, the relations 
between the two countries are very 
strained and Servia’s evident inten­ 
tion to take Durazzo will be still an­ 
other defiance of Austria.

1.08 Angeles, Nov. 20.— Armed with 
an infernal machine containing enough 
dynamite to destroy an entire city 
block, a bottle of nitroglycerin and a 
.45-caliber revolver a masked maniac 
took possession of the Central police 
station and held it for more than aD 
hour while hundreds of occupants of 
the 
building 
and those 
for 
blocks 
around, 
panic stricken, 
sought the 
safety of distance. 
When 
Detective 
Jam es 
Hoslck 
knocked the man unconscious with a 
leather billy after slipping up behind 
bim the fuse of the infernal machine 
was autom atically ignited and with­ 
out thinking of the consequence De­ 
tective Samuel L. Brown carried the 
box outside, the fuse spluttering and 
spitting sparks and hurled it into the 
street. 
Sticks of high power dynam ite scat­ 
tered over the pavement while hun­ 
dreds of spectators stood apparently 
paralyzed by fright awaiting the de­ 
tonation. 
Through a freak of chance 
ther* was no explosion and

continued kicking the sticks of dyne- 
( mite and jumping on the fuse until he

Sensational Testimony at Trial 


ot Iron Workers. 


Indianapolis, 
Nov. 
20. — Charles 
Brown, who has been described by 
the government as a citizen with im ­ 
portant evidence, testified in the so 
called dynam ite conspiracy that W. 
Bert Brown, one of the iron w orkers’ 
officials in Kansas City, and Jam es lf. 
M cNam ara tried 
to induce 
him 
to 
blow up a bridge across the Missouri 
river and do the dynamiting jobs in 
Ix>8 Angeles. 
The witness said he be­ 
came acquainted with M cNam ara in a 
barber shop in Kansas City and later 
met him on the Pacific coast. 
M cN a­ 
mara. he said, loaned him $50 with 
which to return to Kansas City. 
‘McNam ara told me he could fix it 
so I might earn lots of money,” sale’ 
the witness. 
“ Ile said a lot of non­ 
union jobs were to be blown up and 
thoro would be work in Kansas City. 
“ H e introduced me to Bert Brown 
and said he would pay me $200 to 
blow up the bridge. 
Brown said it 
was an open shop Job and they want­ 
ed to make 
the contractor put 
on 
union men. 
I asked Brown why he 
didn’t do it and he replied that they 
wanted to get some one outside the 
union because union men would be 
suspected.” 


SLAIN THIEF WAS A FAGIN 


Vogel 
Had 
More Than 
Forty 
Girls 
Stealing for Him. 


New York, Nov. 20.— Henry Vogel, 
‘weeping thief” and Fagin, master of 
more than forty girl thieves who stole 
for him, died fighting when trapped in 
Bronx hotel. 
Evidence developed j 
that he did not turn his eleven-shot i 
automatic pistol on himself after he 
had shot one man to death and wound­ 
ed four others, but, with the woman 
who 
was 
known 
as 
his 
wife, 
was 
killed by bullets from detectives’ re­ 
volvers. 
This new light on the sensational 
affray was revealed by the autopsy. 
Vogel’s pistol fired only steel-jacketed 
bullets. 
One lead bullet from a police 
revolver pierced the heart of the thief, 
another bored through him directly 
under the heart and a third shattered 
his right wrist. 
The woman, at first 
thought to have been killed by Vogel, 
also was killed by bullets from the de­ 
tectives’ weapons.
